The explosion 
occurred in front of the Murray Hill 
hotel, giving rise to the report that

true. So severe was the explosion 
that it was felt in Harlem. The Rapid 
transit tunnel is being constructed 
under the old Metropolitan tunnel in 
'Park avenue. Consequently the explo- 
sion wrecked both tunnels. It is" sup- 
posed that the explosion was due to 
the premature explosion of dynamite. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon the po- 


lice announced that three people, had 
been killed and 200 injured in the ex- 
plosion.

TAFT AT HOME 


THE GOVERNOR 
IN 
CINCINNATI 


AGAIN DISCUSSES 


'hilippine Affairs and Says Nothing 


Has Been Concealed—Schurfnan 


of Cornell Talks. 


Cincinnati, Jan 27.—Civil Governor 


William H. Taft of the Philippines 
arrived home. It was the governor's 
intention to hurry on to Washington 
on Tuesday, but the death^of Mrs. Hfj- 
ron, 
his m'other-in-law, caused him to 


alter his plans, and it will be several 
days before' he reaches the capital. 


Said Governor" Taft: "The only an- 


swer I have to make to the ideas of 
individual observers, who declare that 
the true condition in the Philippines 
is being concealed, or that we are hug- 


ing delusions of peace that can never 


be brought about, is that the govern- 
ment is concealing nothing and that 
its conclusions are not based on wild 
theories, but substantial facts." 


This was the reply Governor Taft 


made to a statement published by Ste- 
phen Bonsai declaring that desperate 
opposition, was still being encountered 
in the field, and that the natives are 
ii reconcilable and better 
organized 


than before the capture of Aguinaldo. 
Governor Taft said that, although 
there was a time when, for military 
reasons, it had not been advisable to 
make public everything occurring in 
the Philippines, the necessity for such 
secrecy is over, and that no effort is 
now being made to conceal any part 
of the truth from the people of this 
country "There has never been any 
thought of establishing 'concentration 
camps' in the ordinary acceptation ol 
the term," concluded Mr. Taft. "All 
that has been proposed is an insurgent 
cordon, the establishment of a dead 
line into which, will gradually be 
drawn all the remnants of insurrec- 
tion that exist. 'The noncombatants 
on the islands have never, even at the 
hardest period of the war, received 
'anything but the utmost kindness and 
consideration at our hands, and It is 
hardly probable that this policy wil 
be reversed." 


President Schurman Explains. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Jan. 27.—President 


Sehurman made a statement explana 
tory of his recent Boston speech, in. 
which he advocated the eventual inde 
pendenee of the people of the Philip- 
pines. The substance of the speech 
was that if the Christians of Luzon 
and Visaya wanted independence and 
showed themselves capable of assum 
ing it, this country would eventually 
give it to them. President Sehurman 
says he believes the policy he advo 
cated would, more than, anything else 
promote the welfare of the Filipinos 
President Roosevelt, he says, had de 
clared in his message to congress tha 
we were to do for the Filipinos fa- 
more than any other nation had ever 
done for a tropical people, and tha 
we were to fit them for self-govern 
ment after tlie manner of really free 
races. He said he stood with Presi 
dent Roosevelt in his policy an' 
against that advocated by Genera 
Wheaton, which Wuld mean, colonia

German Editors Show Irritation 


Over the Situation.

The people of Germany have a too 
deeply abiding respect for royal per- 
sonages and are too thoroughly po- 
liced to ever jeer at them. But in a 
city where the lifting of one's hat is 
as universal as ordinary civility, it is 
singular to see the passing crowds 
with never a hat raised, and to hear 
no murmur of applause. Whilo receiv- 
ing tho most elaborate attentions from 
the family of Emperor William and 
from German official 
dominion, the 


Prince of Wales roust feel the chilling 
attitude of the German public. Almost 
all the newspapeis refrain from edi- 
torial comment on his visit. 


Emperor William, in his speech 


toasting King Edward at the military 
luncheon in the barracks of the First 
Royal dragoons, touchingly referred to 
.the death of Queen Victoria and to the 
wonderful colonial tour of 'Prince of 
Wales as exemplifying the greatness 
and the extent of the British empire. 
He invited the company to drink to 
the health of the Prince of Wales as 
the representative of the British army, 
to which toasT the Prince of Wales 
suitably responded. 


The press shows irritation over the 


British attempts to throw suspicion on 
the policy entertained towards the 
United States by Germany before the 
outbreak of Spanish-American war. 
Nearly all the German newspapers re- 
gard these alleged attempts in the 
same light as does the Deutsche Tages 
Zeitung. Dwelling upon the motives 
which actuated the interpellation of 
Mr. Henry Norman in the British 
house of commons Jan. 20, the paper 
says: "In the London repoits cabled 
to New.-York it is alleged that Ger- 
many was the instigator of a. plan to 
bring about intervention by the Euro- 
pean 
powers 
against 
the United 


States. This is a direct blow in the 
face of truth. But what of it? 
It 


might, perhaps, on the verge of Prince 
Henry's visit, create ill feelings in the 
United States, in which case the ob- 
ject underlying Mr. Norman's interpel- 
lation and the answer thereto of Lord 
Cranborne, as well as the inventions 
sent abroad by English ncwspapci 
agencies, would be fulfilled." 


The National Zeitung concludes a 


page editorial on the friendship be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
in these wor'ds: "The only object of 
the visit of Prince Henry to the Unit- 
ed States is the cultivation of this sen- 
timent. 
The German emperor could 


give the United States no better proof 
of the feelings and sentiments ani- 
mating him and the German people, 
in regard to the greatness and devcl-, 
opment of the Union as a civilizing j 
power, than in sending his brother 
there. Prince" Henry goes, as it were, 
as the interpreter of Germany's friend- j
